The following letior on this very im- 
portant subject wag published by the 
Standard. ~~ 


Sin,—Roferring to my lotter of the L1th 
inst. on this subject, the President of the 
Board of Trade, in reply to a ‘question put 
to him in the House of Commons on Tues- 
day evening last, confirmed what I then 
stated, yiz:—‘That tho Board of Trado 
have no'power, over tho loading of foreign 
vessels ubroad -londing cargoes for this 
country, and therefore thosa hips, in com- 
petition with our own ships, coming to our 
own ports, have an advantage ovor British 
ships to such an oxtent that thoy can mako 
a profit. at ratte at which British ships 
would make a loss," 

‘It will be observed that tha President of 
the Board of Trade speaka in his reply of 
these forvign ships as ‘overhden' ships ; 
thoy. may be ao according to’ our laws, but 
they muke their voyages a safety, which, I 
think, Indicates that they. arg not aver. 
Jaden, and that our laws on the subject-re- 
i quire reoonsidoration. Perhaps, the Bri- 
tish Corporation, either themsolvos or in 
conjunction with others, could -ronder the 
country some important service on this 
matter:
